window treatments are chosen to 
meet special needs. Windows may 
have Venetian blinds, shades, cur- 
tains, draperies, awnings, or a 
combination of two of these. Vene- 
tian blinds allow the best control 
of air and light while shades and

Dust Storms in 
Four States

up the third major dust storm in 
10 days in the three states which 
supply most of the country's wheat.

it was estimated ihat

amounted to about one-third of thc 
crop. And last year's crop in that 
North-Central Oklahoma county — 
Carfield— brought 18Y2 million dol- 
lars.
